It goes without saying that he would have 
m ade his m ark in something else if he had 
not gone to West Point and b een prepared for 
a m ilitary career But if that had happened, it 
is unlikely he would have b een sought for 
the presidency as a hero of World War II— 
and that would have b een the country's loss. 
We re glad he was the m an the job in the 
White House sought in 1952. 


HE WAS pecuiliarly suited for the chal­ 
lenge it presented. 
He said in 1952 it was 
his aim to create a new atm osphere in gov­ 
ernm ent b y b eing the president of all the 
people and stopping the heckling and nagg­ 
ing of Congress b y the chief executive 
He 
fulfilled his aim 


In 1956, when the American people 
had 
realized that his kind of adm inistraion was 
like, he was given the greatest popular vote 
in t \ S. history. 


He can look b ack over eight sessions of 
Congress in which only two of his vetoes 
were overridden, b ecause he respected Con­ 
gress and its leaders respected him 
Dead

as a peacem aker His hope is that somehow 
the things he has stood for will survive all the

A truer appraisal in most cas­ 
es. prob ab ly, is that you can tell 
b y a m an's lib rary what he as­ 
pires to b e—if he only had time. 
Most 
m en's 
lib raries 
aren 't 
m ade up of the b ooks they have 
read 
and 
treasured. 
They 
are 
m ade up of the b ooks they intend 
to read som eday—some day when 
there isn’t something m ore press­ 
ing to do 
To b e literate a 
man 
doesn't 
have to read a large num b er of 
b ooks 
He needs onlv to know a 
few choice b ooks well, and to in­ 
crease his understanding 
b y re ­ 
reading them. 
Even three b ooks can produce 
a well-stocked mind. These b ooks 
are the dictionary, the Bib le, and 
a 
collection 
of 
Shakespeare's 
works 
No one who knows those 
three b ooks well is less learned 
than he who has skim m ed 10/00 
other b ooks 
A m an's reading taste is usually 
a prisoner of his age 
In youth 
he prefers rom antic fiction, 
b ut 
as he grows older he likes to read 
factual m aterial b ecause life has 
taught him there is nothing m ore 
rom antic than the truth, or m ore 
novel. 
The troub le with a lib rary 
is 
that if you have a really 
good 
b ook it somehow gets aw ay from 
you. You either lend it delib erate­ 
ly or someone b orrws it b y his 
own choice, b ut in either case it 
rarely comes b ack home 
It trav­ 
els from hand to hand and mind 
to mind until it is worn out 
Every m an’s lib rary is an index 
of his postponed 
reading 
pleas­ 
ures. 
Those row after row of dust- 
catching b ooks aren't there 
just 
to awe the neighb ors 
He really 


m eans to get around to reading 
them som e time 
when 
he 
has 
m ore leisure than he has now. 


Everyone has his own favorite 
unread b ook. I have two in my 
lib rary. 
One is called “ How to Raise a 
Dog in the Sub urb s." Since I live 
in a city apartm ent w here only 
cats and m ute parakeets are al­ 
lowed 
as 
pets. 
I 
haven’t 
got 
around to reading this im portant 
b ook 
But I still keep it handy for 
an em ergency. 
My other favorite unread b ook 
is entitled “ How to Retire Before 
40 ”

\t a press conference the same 
day. Mr. Trum an said that Mr. 
Nixon "never told the truth in his 
life.”

Mr. Trum an said 
to newsmen: “ No, 1 won’t. You 
tell me when he ever 
told the 
truth.” 
The Soviet prem ier recently used 
sim ilar language in denouncing the

T H E POLITICIANS feel that ex­ 
trem e 
language 
like 
this 
gets 
across, 
though 
there 
are

American citizens who feel that 
such a lack of m anners on the part 
of anyb ody is deplorab le 
As for Nikita K hrushchev, he is 
evidently 
convinced 
t hat 
sharp 
language pays off — that he can 
get attention and perhaps win his 
way b y b luff and threat. 
It is known that m any people in 
this country, particularly women, 
have 
b een 
frightened 
b y 
t h e 
Khrushchev 
tirades 
and 
b elieve 
that war is nearer b ecause of such 
outb ursts. 
It could b e said b y an opposi­ 
tion press in the Soviet Union—if 
there were such a thing—that Mr. 
Khrushchev has lowered the “pres­ 
tige” of his own country in the 
W estern world and that he has 
m ade any negotiation for peace or 
a reduction of tension m uch hard- 
e r b y his reckless tactics at the 
United Nations. 
The Soviet prem ier is flexib le. 
He knows that m any W esterners 


are gullib le and that he needs only 
to turn on his smile and m ake con­ 
ciliatory statem ents, and in cer- 
tain quarters in the West there 
will b e a rush to m eet him more 
than halfway. 


AS A M A TTER O F FACT, dur­ 
ing the tim e the Soviet prem ier 
has b een in the United States, h# 
has read in the papers that the 
principal argumen: of the presiden­ 
tial 
nominee of the 
D em ocratic 
party. Sen. Kennedy, is that Amer­ 
ican “ prestige” is at a very low 
point and that this is due to the 
policies of the Eisenhower adm in­ 
istration. 
It. after the election, the Eisen- 
hower policies have b een repudi­ 
ated at the polls, Mr. Khrushchev 
will 
unquestionab ly 
feel 
he has 
b een vindicated and that he is in 
a b etter position to force conces­ 
sions from the United States. 
Already he has learned from the 
cam paign speeches that, if elect­ 
ed. 
Sen. 
Kennedy 
is willing to 
give up Quemoy and Matsu. 
The constant talk in 
America 
ab out her own diminished “ pres­ 
tige“ has, of course, aroused con­ 
siderab le 
interest 
around 
t h e 
world, and it isn’t discounted alto­ 
gether as a political charge or 
m aneuver even in some countries 
in the West. 
When there are 
anti-Am ericar 
riots 
in 
Japan, 
the 
D em ocrats 
b lam e the Eisenhower adm inistra­ 
tion. 
When Castro goes on the air with 
wild attacks on the policies of this 
country and then m akes an alli­ 
ance with Moscow, the Dem ocratic 
presidential nominee says this is 
somehow’ due to failure of the E i­ 
senhower adm inistration. 


SEN. KENNEDY now suggest* 
that Quemoy and Matsu b e ab an­ 
doned 
b ut 
Sen. 
Frank Lausche, 
D-Ohio. 
who the other day en­ 
dorsed Mr. Kennedy for the presi­ 
dency, disagrees. 
As a m em b er of the S e n a t e 
Foreign Relations Com m ittee, fa­ 
m iliar with the hearings and b ack­ 
ground of the controversy over- the 
off-shore islands, he warns against 
ab andoning them. 
He says: 
/ ‘Giving up Quemoy 
and Matsu w’ould b e m erely the b e­ 
ginning of the demand b y Red Chi­ 
na for the surrender of Form osa.” 
When it was suggested b y Mr. 
Nixon that some of these delicate 
m atters of foreign policy should 
not b e interjected in the current 
cam paign, he was accused of wish­ 
ing to suppress deb ate or of “ im ­ 
pugning the loyalty” of 
his 
op­ 
ponents. 
Sm all 
wonder 
that 
Nikita 
Khrushchev goes b ack home undis­ 
m ayed. 
He has learned that in 
Am erica, too, they engage in gut­ 
ter politics.
